Argonaut Dinner. 


A reunion of the passengers who have made 
voyages in the steam yacht Argonaut was 
held last Wednesday at the Great Central 
Hotel, London, when 4 cheque of £1,000 was 
handed to Admiral Sir Richard Tracey, K.C.B., 
the deputy-chairman of the Seaman’s Hospital 
Society, being the amount subscribed by the 
passengers, offisers, apd crew to endow an 
Argonaut bed in the Dreadnought Hospital. 


Alexandria Native Court. 


The Native Court of A'exandria this morn- 
ing sentenced Mohamed Ali Malha, a native 
of Zawiet El Bahr, Kom Hamada Markaz, to 
imprisonment for life with hard labour, for 
murdering in May last Aziz El Sayed of the 
game village ; and sentenced El Bastawissi, 
Ali Ashmawi, and Bassiouni to one, two, and 
three years’ imprisonment respectively, for 
destroying a bean-field at Khomara, Etai El- 
Baroad Markaz, in May last. The criminals 
were accompanied by a fourth, who was shot 
in the field by a ghaffir on resisting arrest. 


Corporation of Western Egypt. 


Croukrhank Pache, local chairman, and Mr. 
Beckett, general manager of the Corporation 
of Western Egypt, returned yesterday to Cairo, 
after a thorough examination of the company’s 
railway from Khargeh Janction, & little north 
of Farshout, to the Oasis, of which nearly 50 
kilometres are completed. The telephone from 
the Nile Valley to the Khargeh Oasis is alo 
completed as far as railhead. The progress of 
the railway is very satistactory and the 
Corporation engineers hope to have another 50 
kilometres in ranning order by the month of 
September.

The watchwords of _ the 
Empire Day movement are “Responsibility, 
Daty, Se!f-sacrifice,” and its motto, “One 
King, one Flag, ane Fleet, one Empire.”

DELIVERS SPEECH TO THE ULEMA. 


Before his departure for Constantinople 
yesterday the Khedive received the Ministers 
and Sir Viocent Corbett. At 3.30 p.m. he 
put out in a launch, accompanied by the 
Ministers, the Austro-Hangarian Diplomatic 
Agert, and the Financial Adviser, for the 
Austrian Lloyd steamer Africa, which was 
moored some 300 yards from Ras el Tin. 

Admiral Sir Massie Blomfisld, the Governor 
of Alexandria, Mejor Hopkinson,and Mr. H. von 
Pitner, agent of the Austrian Lloyd 8.8. Co., 
received the Khedive on his arrival. Mr. von 
Pitner showed his Highness over the ship and 
was cordially thanked for his success in secor- 
ing so comfortable a vessel for the voyage to 
Constantinople. 

After conversing for some time with those 
present the Khedive bade farewell and at 
4.15 p.m, the steamer pat out to sea. 

The Khedive, yesterday morning, summoned 
a number of Ulema to Ras-el-Tin Palace and 
addressed them, stating that the Ulema 
should join in aiming at virtuous objects, 
and should advise Moslems to follow their 
example, showing the nation the value of 
religious observances, and adopting tha best 
methods for spreading knowledge of the law 
and science among the people. The Ulema of 
Egypt, said his Highness, must be the first of 
all the Mohamedan religions leaders throughout 
the world, the more so since Ezypt is sit- 
uated in the centre of the Moslem world and 
its people are the most conversant with the 
Arabic tongue. 

His Highness referred to the differences 
which had recently occurred among the Ulema 
of Alexandria, pointing out that they led to 
many prejadicial results, some of which his 
Highness mentioned. In adddition to religious 
instraction, continaed the Khedive, it was 
necessary to enlighten the soul of the stadent 
and strengthen the will, and this training of 
the character would improve the morality 
and the ability of the nation. 

His Highness promised to do his best to 
support the Ulema financially. 

Atter his speech the Khedive conferred the 
Order of the Medjidieh of the 2nd class on 
Sheikh Mohamed Shaker, president of the 
Ulema Board of Alexandria, in recognition of 
his valuable services, and the decoration was 
handed to the Sheikh in the presence of the 
other Ulema.

LORD CROMER’S SCHEME. 


HOW IT HAS BEEN RECEIVED. 


——— 


A rumour has been afloat to the effect that 
owing to the opposition with which Lord 
Cromer’s scheme has met for the creation of an 
International Assembly in Cairo, his lordship 
has decided not to pursne his idea any farther. 
Weare in a position to state that this ramour 
is absolutely unfounded. The preliminary stage 
of the career of Lord Cromer’s project, namely, 
that connected with the ascertaining of the 
feeling entertained towards it by the different 
Earopean communities in Egypt, has exceeded 
in results his lordship’s most sanguine expec- 
tations, and constitutes the greatest encourage- 
ment to proceed with it. 

No expression of opinion from the Govern- 
ments concerned one way or another hes 
reached his lordship, who has not sought it 
yst,, but it is reasonable to suppose that they 
will allow themselves to be largely infiaenced 
by. the body of their nationals on the spot, 
who, as we have said, have received Lord 
Cromer's idea very favourably Therefore the 
prospects of an International Assembly in 
Egypt coming into existence are, jadging by 
the present state of things, very fair. 


THE TORPEDO-BOAT DISASTER.

One of the most interesting chapters in 
Professor Breasted’s book is that entitled 
“The Religious Revolution of Ikhnaton,” in 
which the progress of religious thought in 
Egypt is tracad and some very interesting 
comparisons are made with Hebrew ideas. 
The chapter opens as follows : 

“No nation ever stood in direr need of 
a strong and practical ruler than did Egypt 
at the death of Amenhotep III. Yet she 
chanced to be raled at this fatal crisis by 
a young dreame*, who, in spite of unprece 
dented greatness in the world of ideas, was 
not fitted to cope with a situation demand- 
ing an aggressive man of affairs and a skilled 
military leader, in fine sach a man as Thutmose 
III. Amenhotep IV., the young and inex- 
periencei son of Ameahotep I1II., and the Qaean 
Tiy, was indeed strong and fearless in certain 
directions, but he failed ut‘erly to understand 
the practical nec ds of his empire. 

‘He had inhsrited a diffisalt situation. The 
conflict of new forces with tradition was, as 
wa have seen, already fslt by his father. The 
task before him was such manipalation of 
these conflicting force: as might eventually 
give reacoiable play to the new and modern 
tendency, but at the same time to conserve 
enough of the old to prevent a catastrophe. It 
wasa problem of practical statesmanship, but 
Amevhotep IV. saw it chiefly in its; ideal 
aspects. His mother, Ty, and his queen, 
Nofretete, perhaps a woman of Asiatic birth, 
and a favourite priest, Eys, the hasband ot 
his childhood nurse, formed his immediate 
circle. The first two probably exercised a 
powerfal influence over him, and were given a 
prominent share in the government, at least 
as far as its public manifestations were con- 
cerned, forin a manner quite surpassing his 
father’s similar tendency, he constantly appear- 
ed in pablic with both bis mothsr and his 
wife. The loftyaad impractical aims which he 
had in view mast have found a ready response 
in these his two most ivflaential councillors. 
Tha*, while Esypt was in some need of a 
vigorous and skilled adninistrator, the 
yoang King was in close counsel with a 
priest and tw) perhaps gifted women, 
who, however able, were not of the fibre to 
show the new Pharaoh what the empire really 
demanded. Instead of gathering the army so 
sadly necded in the Naharin, Amenhotep IV. 
immersed himeelf heart snd soul in the 
thought of the time, and the philosophizing 
theology of the priests.was of more importance 
to him than all the provinors of Asia. In sach 
coutemplations he gradually developed ideals 
and parposes which mske him the most re- 
markable ot all the Pharaohs and the first 
individual in human history. 

‘The profound irfiaence of Egypt’s imperial 
position had not been limited to the externals 
of life, to the manners and customs of the 
people, to the rich and prolific art, pregnant 
with new possibilities of beanty, bat had ex- 
tended likewise to the thought of the age. 
Soch thonght was chiefly theological and we 
must divert it of all the ideas which are con- 
noted by the modern term ‘the thought of the 
ege.’ Even before the conquests in Asia the 
ptiosts had made great progress in the inter- 
pretation ot the gods and they had now reach- 
ed a stage in which, like the later Greeks, they 
were importing semi-philosophical significance 
iuto the myths such as thoce had of course 
not originally possessed.” 

How far the author ia justified in saying 
that this significance was imported by prieets 
may be questioned. It is now a well-recognised 
and established fact that there is a deep 
meaning in these ancient myths which have 
sorvived from time immemorial and appear 
often as Bible narratives in the sacred 
writings of various religious sects, — Hebrew 
included. We need not instance these ; they 
ara too well-known to the Biblical student to 
require recapitulation, A great advance in 
thought had been reached when, as the author 
cays, “the Egyptian had gained the idea of 
a single controlling intelligence behind and 
above all sentient beings, inclading the gods. 
The efficient force by which this intelligence 
pat his designs into execution was his spoken 
“word,” and this primitive “logos” is undoubt- 
edly the incipient germ of the later logos- 
doctrine which found its origin in Egypt. 

In the times to come when research shall 
have completed the revelations of the past, 
now only as it were in their infancy, ancient 
Egypt bids fair to stand foremost as the 
country whare religious “conceptions of the 
highest inspiration had their origin, 

We have only space to notice the similitade 
cf thought in two poems entitled ‘Praise of 
Aton by King Ikbnatcn and Queen Neferneficia- 
ton” and the 104th Psalm of the Hebrews. 

These are given in para'lel passages in the 
book with striking effect, thas :—

The above is but one illustration out of 
mary ; aud we way mention, too, that the 
Messianic idea is introdoced in such a manner 
asto lead the author to say ‘ we cannot resist 
the conclusion that it furnished the Hebrew 
prophets with the form; and to a snrprising 
extent also with the content of Messianic 
prophecy. It remained for the Hebrew to give 
this old form a higher ethical and religious 
o'gn'ficance.” : 

We hope that Dr. Breasted’s work will be 
extensively read and qnoted, in view of the 
valoatle information it gives respecting this 
worderful land of Egypt.

NAVAL PUNISHMENTS. 


Now that the use of the “cat” has been 
suspended in the Navy one of the most 
ancient punishments meted out to unruly sea- 
men has passed into the list of things that 
have been. In the earlier days of the history 
of the Navy some trivial offences were brutal 
in the extreme, and they were certainly not all 
recognived by the ‘Bleck Book of the Ad- 
miralty.” This historical book was popularly, 
but erroneously, supposed .to be a register of 
the delinquencies of Naval officers set down 
with more or less accuracy by an Admiralty 
clerk. As a matter of fact, it was a code of 
maritime laws and customs, introduced from 
the laws of Oléron by Richard I. It was lost 
in the early part of the nineteenth centary, 
and a fresh code compiied with much labour 
from various manascripts in the British 
Museum. The laws of 0'éron provided, among 
other punishments, one that later became 
keelhauling. The mariner was forbidden to 
remove his clothss, except when in a port for 
wintering, and the penalty’ for disobedience 
was that for each offance he was to be plunged 
into the sea from the yardarm three times, and 
after the third offence hy was to forfeit his 
pay and any share he bad in the freight of 
the ship. 

In a volame published in 1685 we get 
further information on the subject of punish- 
ments. It appears to have been the daty of 
the boatswain “to see all offandersa punctaally 
puviched, either at the capstan by the bilboes 


or with dacking at the main-yard-arm.” | 


Punishment at the capstan consisted in lashing 
tha offender to one of the bars with his 
arms extended and a basket of ballets sua- 
pended round his neck. Ducking at the main 
yardarm is self-explanatory, bat the author 
adds: “lf the offence be foul, he is also drawn 
under the very keel of the ship, which they 
term keel-raking, and being thus under water, 
a Great Piece is given fire unto, right over 
his Head, as well to astonish him with the 
thander thereof, which proveth most offansive 
to him, as to give warning to all others to 
look out and beware.” Petty pilferings and 
“knaveries’ of the ships’ boys were punishcd 
with the rod, usaally on a Monday morn- 
ing. The Calender of Domestic State Papers 
in the time of Charles II. records the punish- 
ment awarded to Robert Johnes, boatswain 
of the “Francis,” for embezzling stores. He 
was ordered to be rowed from Chatham Dock- 
yard to one of His Majesty’s ships “with 
the usnal ceremony of dram-beating at the 
head of the boat, his crima written in capital 
letters and fixed on his head, breast, and 
back ; to. stand one hoar on the gunwale of 
the ship with a rope from the yardarm round 
his neck, and then to have fifteen strokes 
on his naked back; to have the like punish- 
ment at Woolwich and Deptford; to be 
diemissed his ship, and rendered incapable 
of ever bearing any office in any of His 
Moajesty‘s’ ships.” 

It is small wonder that Monson, Boteler, 
and other writers inveighed against the cruelty 
of these punishments. Bat their tirades had no 
effect. In 1695, Admiral the Earl of Lindsay 
issued a code of instructions, in which the 
summary punishments include ducking, fasting, 
keelhanling, flogging at the capstan, hanging 
weights on offenders “till their heart or back 
be ready to break,” or to “gagg or scrape their 
tongues for blasy h2my or swearing.” A century 
later these punishments were still in use, and 
others, such as stopping grog, had been added. 
One punishment that was most dreaded was 
ducking across a crowbar. The offender was 
tied to a crowbar, which was nicknamed “the 
chair.” This was suspended from the yard- 
arm by a rope, and the man let down into 
the water. The weight of the bar natarally 
preventad him from being able to float as he 
could when dacked under ordinary circum- 
stances, and the ducking was, therefore, 
more thorough and much more often fatal. 
Bat flogging was the staple panishment. Even 
allowing fur the exaggeration of sach writers 
as Jack Nastyface, Ned Ward, and others of 
their type, we can be qnite sare that the 
flogging carried on by many of the captains in 
the eighteenth century was unnecessarily 
bratal. A raffian is quoted by Mr. Mansfiald 
in “Sea Life in Nelson’s Time” as having once 
described flogging as “Nothing bat an ‘0’! 
and a faw ‘Oh! my God’s!’ and then you can 
paton your shirt.” There was was also the 
punishment of flogging through the fleet, which 
was much more severe than an ordinary 
flogging, and was only given for the offences of 
striking an admiral, a commodore, or other 
officer of high rank, or for attempting to escape 
in circumstances which aggravated the offence. 

Modern panishments are more lenient, 
though not, we may be sure, less efficacious. 
Cells ir, in fact, the usaal punishment for 
most offences. There isa story told of a ship’s 
corporal who was fond of using long words, 
and once found a manon the lower deck 
scouring and polishing one of the steel 
stanchions in quite a leisurely manner. ‘Now 
then,” cried the corporal. “You're not 
polishing that stanchion with  snflicient 
alacrity.” “Course [ ain’t,” replied the blus- 
jacket, who was vary fond of trying to score off 
his saperiore, “I'm 4 cleaning it with brick and 
oi!” His little joke cost him ten days’ cells, 
The punishment of mast heading is mach leas 
resorted to rowadays. On acold winter's night 
it was, perhaps, rather a croel trial to send & 
young boy on to the foretopsail yard, but in 
the summer the delirqsent could often get a 
very pleasant hoar’s sleep comfortably seated 
betweon the tie blocks. There was & certain 
captain, who nows holds flag rank, who will 
probably remember to this day the auruly set 
of midshipmen he hadinone of his ships, 
whom he succeeded in masth3ading in spite of 
the instractions forbidding the punishment. 
Ha ordered tbe offender to the foretop-gallant 


masthead to see how many turns there were in 
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the se‘zings of the shrond; then when the 
number had been daly reported be was sent to 
the spanker gaff end; then over the bows to 
the dolphin striker, and so on. By the end of 
the crvise the occupants of the gun room had 
been redaced to something like subjection. 
Another ingenious punishment wis invented 
by a first lieutenant for dealing with men who 
upset paint, or otherwise made dirty marks on 
the deck. T'hey ware set to scrub the spot every 
day for a week with their day’s portion of grog, 
and though the mark had disappeared long 
before they had done the second scrab, they 
wera kept at it by the corporal of the watch, 
amid the je*rs of their messmates, which acted, 
perhaps, as @ more powerfal deterrent than 
the loss of the grog. 


MONEY AND SHARE MARKET.

(From our FINaNncriaL CORRESPONDENT.) 


: London, Jane 1. 
The Money Market. 
Spécalation is still rifain the City as to the 
probable outcome of the interest shown by the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer in the question of 
our Gold Resarve. That the time is ripe for 
action is undoubted, also that the fandamental 
basis of ‘any action must be “more gold.” The 
City’s experiencas during the last six months 
have clearly demonstrated the absurdity of 
this market— the only free market for gold— 
endeavpuring to struggle along with s reserve 
‘inadequate to its needs. Van it be 
wondered at, that with a Reserva of about 
halt that of Germany anda third of that of 
France, we should be subject to violent dis- 
tarbance on the withdrawal of a few millions ? 
Only three days ago the market took alarm 
on the ramour of the withdrawal of two 
hundred thousand pounds, and only calmed 
down on hearing that the report was unfounded. 
This shows the state of tension which at 
present existe, and credit dealers most natar- 
ally mark their rates in accordance therewith, 
Loans to the Stock Exchange over the present 
account commanded 4 # to5 %. weekly loans 
which thronghout the week bave stood at 
about 347 still stand at 3 to 3} %, and call 
money is to-day quoted 3 to 3 4 %. 

Discount rates have showoa marked st3adi- 
ness for several days, “short tenors” are not 
much in demand, the rate for 60-day bills 
being 34 %, whilst 3 months bills can be done 
at 38 %and6 months at 3 } %. 

The Bink Return exhibits very little change 
since last week; notwithstanding the inflax 
of gold the total reserve shows a loss of £11,000 
owing to an increase in tha active circalation, 
and the market resources have gained about 
half a million as shown by the incresse in 
Other Deposits. The situation is not all that 
could be desired, bat it is certainly improving 
and although we cannot look for any great ease 
in the immediate fatare, a slight relaxation is 
more than probable. 


The Stock Markets, 

A multiplicity of events have engaged the 
attention of members of the Stock Exchange 
this week. In the first place, the monthly 
settlements commenced on Monday, and 
though business during the account had been 
on & limited scale, the carry-over absorbed 
the greater part of the time. On Wednesday 
there were two important events, to wit the 
Derby, humorously described by Mr. Bottom- 
ley as a “great national festival,” and the Feast 
of Pentecost. Tha Derby took many mem- 
bers to Epsom Downs, while the Jewish 
festival was responsible for the absence from 
the house of others wh? are connected with 
the Hebrew Faith. 

These distractions, aided to the near 
approach of the holidays—the Stock Exchange 
closes from to-night,—and the Decoration Day 
holiday in New York, have tended to keep 
dealings on a very low level. The tone of the 
markets has been cheerfal notwithstanding, 
and it is confidently expected that after the 
holiday is out of the way we shall see a revival 
of business. 

One fact which added to this feeling of 
chearfalness was the general easing of contango 
rates, this being received with much relief, as 
higher charges were anticipated. Most of the 
Egyptian shares were arranged on the basis of 
6 to 8%. 

There is little of interest to report respecting 
the movements of stock markets. Gilt-edged 
securities have been the most satisfactory 
section, Consols closifig appreciably higher on 
the week. ‘be Consol account was arranged at 
from 33 to 4%, @ shade easier than last time. 
Raesians have been in a miserable condition, 
but have now recovered somewhat, thanks to 
assistance from the Continent.
